D. Executive Director Report, Kristine Shah. Additional notes and comments: 

1. Medical rides are back up and running, cabs and Uber, as appointments 
start up again. 

2. Grant updates: A $15k grant application has been made from CDBG funds 
to purchase 40 Chrome books to help seniors access the internet. Joe 
mentioned that Mutual Aid of Arlington could help familiarize seniors with 
technology. 

3. Construction: The facilities committee salvaged as much furniture as 
possible before donating the rest. 

E. Michael reporting: The Harry Barber program, $7500 per year, was eut at town 
meeting. Michael will try and get the funds restored in the fall at a special town meeting. 

F. Minuteman Senior Services, Marge reporting: 

1. MSS has been having online discussions with COA directors. All programs 
are still taking referrals. 

2. Kelly Magee Wright: COAs are addressing the isolation of their clients and 
lack of internet access for seniors. MSS has been sharing the best practices 
regarding COVID training. 

3. Reentry: Communities are at different levels. Are congregate meals still 
viable? What services can still be offered at the local level? 

G. ASA: Kristine reporting. No dues will be charged to members this year. 

Malcolm will stay on until after the renovation. After reopening, the suggestion 
was made to mention all those lost during the year at a special event 

H. Old Business: Board members: Paul Raia's term ends as of June 30. Many 
expressions of appreciation were given regarding Paul's contributions to the 
Board and the town, including the Disabilities committee and his work towards 


Arlington becoming an Age Friendly Community. Paul will continue as an 
associate member. A process will begin to find another member.
